ca se o f Kin Cho u the Russians had 
ample time to carefully prepare their 
po sitio ns. 
It appears that the co nclu­ 
siv e v icto ry was immediately fo llo wed 
up, fo r the Mo rning Po st’s To kio co r­ 
respo ndent a sserts that the J apanese 
hav e swept the Russians fro m their 
defenses west o f Talienwan. 
And if 
the Daily Telegraph's generally well- 
info rmed co rrespo ndent is co rrect and 
the J apanese are already nearing Po rt 
Arthur, the Russians must hav e suf 
fered a co mplete ro ut at Kin Cho u. 
That this is the case wo uld also ap­ 
pear fro m rumo rs o f the capture o f 
Russian artillery . 
Acco rding to the Dally Mail’s To kio 
co rrespo ndent the fifth J apanese div i 
sio n o f v eterans, which Is destined fo r 
the sto rming o f Po rt Arthur, already 
has landed o n the Liao Tung penin 
sula. 
The Daily Telegraph’s co rrespo nd­ 
ent at J apanese headquarters co mmu­ 
nicating under date o f May 26 . say s 
there is no change in the situatio n o f 
the first army , but that there are fre­ 
quent o utpo st enco unters.

betw een church 
and state. 
The v ote 
approv ing the action of 
the gov ern­ 
m ent was 423 
to 95. 
A resolution proposed by M. Fer- 
rette, Republican N ationalist, inv iting 
the gov ernm ent to negotiate with Pope 
Plus for a separation of church and 
state, was defeated by 607 to 18 . 
A 
motion by M. Allard, Socialist, to 
break off all relations with the Vati­ 
can and denounce the concordat was 
defeated by 38 6 to 146. 
Prem ier Combes took the initiativ e 
in resisting all efforts to force the gov ­ 
ernm ent to extrem e action, and his 
req uest that all q uestions regarding 
the separation of church and state go 
ov er until next January, has 
effect 
of postponing separation beyond the 
present session of parliam ent. 
M. Ribot, the m inority leader, was 
am ong those v oting In support of the 
gov ernm ent. 
The debate attracted unusual atten­ 
tion and great crowds were present, 
including A m bassador P orter and oth­ 
er m em bers of the diplom atic corps.
